The Nebraska legislature Is about to sign the death 
warrant for the last remaining vestiges of wild game 
and fish in this state 
Under the provision of the bill which comes up for 
final consideration In the senate Wednesday, after 
having passed the house, the work of state park de­ 
velopment, forestation and fish and game propaga­ 
tion will be merged under a non-partisan commission 
to be named by the governor. There can be no logical 
objection offered to merging the work although the 
bill in its present form seemingly creates an agency 
responsible to no one in particular for Its activities 
snd Its expenditure of funds 
Opposition to the measure on the score that it di« 
erts funds raised for a specific purpose is well found­ 
ed. however 
Each year the devoted hunters and fish­ 
ermen In this state pav into the state treasury more 
than 1300,000 tor the privileges extended them 
The 
hunting and fishing license fees can only be justified 
on ‘be ground that the money so raised goes to con­ 
serve wild life In Nebraska 
It should be employed for 
the propagation of trout, and baas and other varieties 
of edible game fish lr Nebraska streams and lake* and 
for the protection and propagation of 
native 
wild 
ducks, grouse prairie chicken, pheasants, and wild 
turkey 
There is not enough money today to carry on this 
work effectively 
Only a comparatively short time ago 
Nebraska was a sportsmans 
paradise 
during the 
hunting season 
Now the older states of Pennsylvania. 
Virginia. Missouri. Kentucky, the Carolinas, Florida 
and a number of others, which had been hunted and 
fished before settlements were even tnsde in this 
state, outrank Nebraska In wild life because proper 
funds are available to protect game and fish. *

Frank Loesch’s triumph in securing the conviction 
of ten men for ballot frauds in the notorious Homer 
Galpln 27th ward in Chicago deserves to rank as one 
of the finest examples of effective law enforcement. 
Loesch faced what seemed to be insurmountable odds 
In attempting to punish the gang which had corrupted 
the primary election last April. Yet he succeeded in 
sending five of them to prison, along with stiff fines, 
and in the cases of the other five, the court admin­ 
istered fines of IMO apiece. 
It was the second series of convictions which Mr 
Loesch as special prosecutor has secured and while 
It cannot be hailed as a thorough ‘cleanup’* of the 
situation, its moral effect cannot be laughed off. 
Mr Loesch has demonstrated that it is possible to 
secure convictions tor lawless acts 
even 
when the 
greatest difficulty besets the path of the prosecutor. 
To suggest that Chicago Juries would convict men for 
election frauds would bring a smile. 
Ch icago has 
shown a callousness about crime which should bring 
a Musli Of ataunt Ie every Mtf-respecting citizen of 
the community 
The indifference and apathy which 
te a a m il tow enforcement extremely la s wee only 
on the surface, though. Mr. Loeach undertook a dan­ 
gerous work and succeeded so well that Chicago is 
certain to profit by it. 
He and his associates are en­ 
titled to full credit for it. 


DAVID LIVINGSTONE. 
David Livingstone was bom at Blantyre village 
on the river Clyde IM years ago Tuesday. 
Little did the parents of that infant whose feeble 
cries filled the room of an old tenement house fore­ 
see the career which was to unfold before the man 
he was to develop into. 
For David Livingstone take* 
rank as the greatest medical 
missionary 
and 
ex­ 
plorer In history 
Livingstone was thirty-seven years of age when he 
was first commissioned by the London Missionary so­ 
ciety. an organization of the Congregational church. 
to go into the heart of darkest Africa. He remained 
In the interior until his death, which oecured on May 
I. 1873. Meanwhile Henry M Stanley had been sent 
out by the New York Herald-Tribune In *69 on a re­ 
lief expedition and succeeded in finding Livingstone* 
precious diary covering the last six years of his life 
In Africa. 
No man has ever shown a greater devotion to ex­ 
ploration than Livingstone. 
He faced the greatest 
dangers calmly and Imperturbably and even in the 
heart of the country inhabited by savage hostile tribes 
won their complete respect and admiration through 
his courageousness. He lived until he was sixty years 
of age. the last twenty-three years in complete isola­ 
tion from the white man and from civilisation. 
Livingstone's work was recognized by the British 
empire and his ashes now lie in Westminister abbey. 
the only missionary to be burled there. The follow­ 
ing poem at the time of his burial signifies the world's 
estimate of his contribution: 


“Open the Abbey doors and bear him in 
To sleep with king and statesman, chief and sage. 
The missionary come of weaver-kin. 
But great by work th at brooks no lower wage

A FOREDOOMED INSURRECTION. 
No war of its magnitude has aroused less interest 
in the United States than that now apparently draw­ 
ing to IU foregone conclusion in Mexico 
Even the 
skirmishes between the frontier forces of Paraguay 
and Bom rn attracted more attention than the Mexi­ 
can conflict, though there have been thousands of 
armed men in the field in the latter .to where there 
were but hundreds in the more southern difficulty 
There are a number of reasons for this indifference 
upon the part of Americans, the principal one being 
hat people In this country have come to know con­ 
ditions in Mexico quite well and have become well 
persuaded that the rebellion had its inception In th** 
desire of the outs to get in; that the leaders were 
actuated b f t o pftttbtle Impulse, but 
were 
merely 
seeking power for their « wn aggrandizement. 
They 
were aware that the religious filin g rn the country 
would enable them to draw to theii standard large 
numbers of recruits, but this feeling was not the ac­ 
tuating cause of the insurrection; it was merely re­ 
lied upon by the plotters to contribute to its success. 
he principal reason that the rebellion was fore­ 
doomed, however, was that the United States was back 
of the existing government, supplying tt WUh arms 
and ammunition while refusing to recognize the revo­ 
lutionists or furnish them supplies of any kind 
This 
was. of course, in accord with the law of nations, 
w hieh forbids giving ald to the enemies of a friendly 
power, 
It meant, however, that the government of 
Mexico would be able to obtain all of the supplies nec­ 
essary for carrying on the conflict, while the Insur­ 
rectionists could obtain nothing, 
The people of the United States are greatly inter­ 
ested In having peace and tranquillity prevail in the 
neighboring republic, whose industrial and economic 
development has been going forward in the last few 
years at a rate never before approached. 
This is of 
course to the mutual advantage of the two nations 
and there has been reason to believe that it would 
continue indefinitely 
The more enlightened people of 
Mexico become and the more they increase in wealth, 
the better market they offer for those things produced 
on this side of the Rio Grande 
Tt la to the interest of the United Ste tea to have aU 
of the world prosperous and progressive; but more es- 
pecialh does this apply to the countries of the west • 
em hemsspl ere

SELF DISCIPLINE 


Obedience lo Law Needed 
For Satisfactory Life 
States Missionary. 


Worst Hell is in Heing 
Unable to Respect 
Yourself He Says. 


Rapping the belief that a satis­ 
factory life may be built without 
self-discipUne and obedience to law, 
Dr. E. Stanley Jones addressed an 
audience of more than 2.000 stu­ 
dents of the University of Nebraska 
at an all-university convocation in 
Oran! Memorial hall at ll o’clock 
Tuesday morning on the subject, 
"Self-Expression—Is It a Working 
Philosophy of Life?” 
Emphasizing the paradox of life, 
that centering attention of self 
loses the values of life while losing 
life to other interests brings the; 
values of life back to the Individual, 
Dr. Jones drew analogy after anal­ 
ogy pointing to the necessity for 
obedience to reality before freedtm 
in a full sense is possible 
’’Youth today wants reality, wants 
truth,'' he declared at one point in 
his address. 
“They dont want 
bunkum. It may be hard but they 
want the truth 
He pointed out 
that lf they could get reality and 
follow it. they could realise the 
greater beauties of life. 
“I am not so concerned with men. 
laking their souls hereafter." he af-; 
finned. “I am more concerned with 
their losing their souls now. I am 
concerned with the ones who want 
freedom of expression for every 
whim " 
There are two ways to live, he 
stated, the way of Nietsche and the 
way of Jeans. 
He said that the 
former was for absolute self-expres­ 
sion. a “get It if you can” method i 
while in the latter, there was a Ion-; 
trig of self in outside interests 
which brought life back fuller and 
richer. 
Hits Modem Tendencies. 
Modern tendencies took a slap 
when he compared Paul with the 
modern. 
“Paul would have said, 
This thing I do.'" the speaker ex­ 
plained 
“We would say, ’These
